A NATURE GRAND BUT SWEET 
Many expressions of sorrow at the 
lose of the late B. B. Redding are ap- 
pearing, and his death is felt as a pub- 
lic grief. No one except Garfield has 
ever had so many sincere mourners up 
this coast. His long. public career 
and peculiar duties, connecting him 
with all parts of California and Ne- 
vada, brought him into personal ac- 
Juaintanoe with more people perhap- 
than any other man on the Pacific 
sonst. He had the gift beyond al! 
men we everknew of inspiring confi- 
dence in his own honesty. It is rela- 
ted of him that once when a dispute 


as to the ownership of a large amount 


of land arose between the railroad and 
a private individual, in which severa! 
millions of dollars were involved, the 
man who was fighting the company 
said he would choose Mr. Redding to 
decide the equities of the case, and 
his decision was accepted by all the 
parties concerned. In his funeral dis- 
course Dr. Stebbins said of him: 

As a man of fine perceptions and 
true feelings he made a strong im- 
pression. His mind and feeling, 
ripened by experience, were mellow, 
bland and tolerant. His intellect wa: 
as honest as his I could never 
discern—and 1 geen bim in a 
pi at hjs judgment was clouded 

1 Neither have I ever 
com a rays of truth, of facts, of 
men, of things, refracted in him hy 
low vapors of the mind. He was 
singularly fitted to diffuse happiness 
around him by his genial: manners and 
ready sympathies. His smile was a 
benedictiun upon little children, and 
women loved bim for his pleasant in- 
telligence and the purity of his mo 
tives. He said little about religion ex- 
cept to refer to a theology that he had 
quite outgrown. He had great moral 
and religious common sense. 

Mr. Redding was a fine example of 
a man engrossed ia the usual struggle 
of business and affairs, yet. keenly in- 
terested in some of the highest objects 
of thought and study. By constitu- 
tional bent and tendency to observe 
external things, facts aad phonomena, 
the sphere of natural science was his 
field. He had * ce of pursuit, 
the carefulness of parison, the 
imperturbability at confused and 
contradictory facts, that charac- 
terize the scientific temperament. 
Had he devoted himself to scien- 
tific studies as his vocation instead 
of bis avocation, he would have 
been an investigator, and held an 
honorable rank among the foremost 
men of our time. His fondness, 

ting to enthusiasm foi studies 
that concerned the order and method 
of nature, was the natural expression 
of that love of intelligence for its own 


sake, which belongs to nobler minds 


that find their happiness in their own 
activity.

This is poor 
pelicy and results in no good, asa 
newspaper cannot vote a delegation 
on paper to suit its fancy. It may be 
as well to remark in this connection 


the work of making a State ticket to 
the Convention composed of delegates 
chosen for that purpose. The time to 


and the paper which expresses its likes 
and dislikes before the Convention 
meets may be compelled to mouth a 
little crow during the campaign. This 
is rather a new departure for Republi- 

cans. It has been thought well by 
Republicans generally to agitate more 
or less before the primaries, and if 
possible to impress the people with 
the importance of selecting delegates 
in harmony with their sentiments, both 
as to men and principles, or either. 

Chis we take to be the foundation stone 
of a free Republic—free speech and 
a chance to get in men in accord with 
the prevailing sentiments of the peo- 
ple. The position the Appeal would 
assign to the newspapers would be a 
very unworthy one. Instead of lead- 
ing the public thought of the day they 
would be simple tools to the machine. 
Instead of being in advance of their 
readers they would only speak after 
there was no chance to change the re- 
sult. Such a position would deprive 
newspapers of their highest sphere of 
usefulness and honor. 


THE NEXT STEP FORWARD. 


A man named williams, of the U. 
S. Army, has invented a telegraphic 
system which is connected with every 
moving train It consists of a tele- 
graph wire running along the track, 
but insulated from it and interrupted 
at intervals of 40 feet. The ends at 
each break are connected to copper 
rollers, which normally are in contact, 
so that the electric circuit is com- 
pleted through them. One car of the 
train is fitted up asa telegraph office, 
and the long metal strips or rails pro- 
jecting from below the car rab against 
the metal rollers as the Car passes. 
In doing so they depress the rollers, 
thus causing them to break contact 
with one another. The strips connect 
with instruments in the car, and the 
electric current passes from one roller 
through the instruments to the other 
roller, and thence pursues its way 
along tho rest of the wire. The cir- 
cuit through the apparatus thns es- 
tablished is never absolutely inter- 
rupted; for as the car moves from one 
pair of rollers to the next the atrips 
make contact with the latter just be- 
fore contact with the former is 
broken. The instruments, in fact, are 
constantly moving along the telegreph 
line as the train itself moves; 
hence a message car be recorded on 
them or dispatched, C. F. McGlashan 
of the Santa Barbara Free Press 
has a system consisting of a little 
truck, which runs along on a wire 
above the moving train and is con- 
nected with instruments in the car. 
It is not developed yet which princi- 
ple is the correct one, but no doubt 
one or a similar one will soon be in
